\ Ince the Condemnation of the(e Notorious Criminals , they have 
been conſtantly Viſited by manly emment Divines, who have Re- 


; ligiouſly: endeavoured to prepare them for their ſpeedy End, and 
ro _—_ them have a due ſenſe of the State they are going to enter into, 
by preſling ſeveral Pious and Religious Diſcourſes to them, 1mportiog 
ns horridneſs of Bloud-guiltineſs, and how hainous a thing it is io the 
fight of Gad to- ſhed Innocent Bloud 3 endeavonring thereby to bring. 
them to a true ſenſibleneſs of their approaching death. 

Oa Sunday laſt the Reverend DoQor Barnet Preached to them , and 
the other Prifogers, and made a moſt excellent Sermon , ſetting forth 
the nature of Stn, and the dreadfulneſs of Hell and Damnatioa , (hew- 
lag then their danger of being irrecoverably and: eternally loſt and un- 
duucz exhorting them. to repent and mourn heartily for rheir (1ns. As 
for their Behaviour ſince their Condemnation, the Captain appeared for 
lame days after his being Sentenced ,, with no kiad of teeming Concern, 
bur ogely'at the Manner of his. Death ; declaring, He had many times in 
Battel hazarded his Life with ablplute Uaconcernedneſs ; bur his dying 
this |g8ominious Dexah; would leave a Stain upan his Polteriry. But upon 
hcarjng the Door preach, it pleaſed God to ſet his fin ſo home upon 
his Conſcience, that he began ks ſomewhat more concerned than be. 
fore. whereupon the Dottor r took the opportunity 'of his ſeeming Con- 
ceraedngſs, by —_ iaſtructiag and direfiag him in the Work, of Re- 
pentance and Faith 5. ſo that it is hoped he: is become a true Penitent :

and as a ſignal of it, hathy as 'tis ſaid, confeſſed very conſiderable things 
to the Doctor, in relation to the Murther for which he wagCondemned. 
Yeſterday- morning there was a Dutch Miniſter with him, wjehplikewiſe 
took a preat deal of pains to prepare him for the Reception Nh Ye bleſſed 
Sacrament; at, and after which, he appeared very devout ampFpenttent, 
and ſpent the reſt of the day in Meditation and' Prayer, and a ſerious 
reparation for his Deatlf ; the time of which he was made ſenſible of, by 
a perſon who was ſent-t6 him for that parpoſe. 

John Sterne the Lieutenant , hath behaved himſelf very penitent]y 
ever lincehis Commitment, and hath employed himſelf In writing, as 
't!s thought , the full Account of his being brought into this Tragedy ; 
as alſy a Relation of his former Life. He has expreſt a great ſorrow for 
1s being concerned in that Inhumane aud Unmanly Morther ; declaring, 
hk: cever was concerned in any private Marther before, but had many 
itmes hazarded his Life in the f ield, He was likewiſe extraordinarily at- 
icttcd with Dr. Burnet's Sermon, making all outward fignals of his for- 
r-ww ad abhorrence of that great fia, and all others which he had been 
guilty of, heartily deſiring all them which were Auditors to that moſt 
Excellent Diſcourſe, to continne their Prayers for him, during that little 
time which he had to fojourn here. Yeſterday he received the holy Sa- 
crament from the aforeſaid Dutch Miniſter, in a very devour and feri- 
ous mannet z after which he continued praying for a confiderable time, 
and ſo continued to ſpend the remainirig part of the day z vety much e- 


videncing his forrow for the barbarous Fa&, and heartily begging God 


forgiveneſs, and that he would engble him to prepafe his Soul for E+

As for that unhappy perſoti George Boraskze, the perſon that gave the 
Mortal Wound, at his firſt Commitment he ſeemed no way to be concer- 
acd, being a fellow very igiiotant and unlearned , and trained up from 
his Youth, to the time of his Taking, a Souldierz (too many of whom, ſel- 
dom thir;k on the God that made them, or have any thoughts of Reli- 
gion.) By reaſon of his not being able to underftand one word of Eng- 
liſh, he has been frequently prayed with in his own Diale& , and ſeems 
- nOw t6 be brought to ſome particular ſenſe of his condition ; and, as "is 
[4id, has likewiſe received the Sacrament. 2'TY5 

Thus have we give you a true Account of their Behaviour ſince Com- 
mitment and now ſhall coale to tell you the manner of their Conveyance 
to the place of Execution 3 which was in Pr{/-a#, very neer the place 
where the horrid Murther was committed. The Captain and Licute- 
nant were conveyed in a Coach from Newgate down the 0/d-baily,through 
Fleet ſtreet, and fo along the- 8trand, to the place of Execution. The 
Captain was in a black Suit, and af embroidered Capon his head, with 
a ſcarlet Ribbog round it. And after them came the Polarder. They 
had a-very ſtrong Guard , and # muſtitade of People following them. 
Al the Balconies in their baſſage were Med with Spetators, When they 
came ro the place of 'Exectition, they were taken out of the Goaches, 
and put into Cartsz 28d after ſore ſhoft Speech and -private Prayers, 
th-y were all three executed according to their Sentence, 7 Sa 
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
